Every one knows that thi* mbstance is de- 


rived from the tusks of the elephant:—but the 
difficulties attendant npon obtaining it, and tbe 
abor and ingenuity rtquUite in it* manufacture, 
or it* importance aa an artiefe of u*e and com- 
merce, are perhapt lei* generally understood. 
From it* enaential properties it* indestructibility 
and beautiful appearance, it would be difficult 
to find a substitute for it: nothing being yet 
suggested for tome of the purpose* for which 
ivory is used. The most important of thete i* 
(he manufacture of piano key*, which require 
the whitest and mostanlect ;a« also the making 
of ball* for billiards and other game* in which 
they are required. 
Next it i* used by turner* 


in making numberlew useful and ornamental 
objects ; by philosophical instrument maker*, 
umbrella maker*, Ac, and by artists, for whom 
it presents the choicest tablet*, upon which mi- 
niatures can be painted. 
Surgical instrument 


makers, employ it for handle* to tbe instrument* 
with which they deprive u* of our grinders, and 
rings upon which infantile humanity eases tbe 
pang* their* create In making their progress 
through the gums. 
The best quality i* indica- 


ted by the site of the tutks and characterised 
by it* hardness, density, purity of color and 
tranilueenee, the latter being perceptible by 
testing a thinly sawed tablet, and holding it 
between the eye and a strong light. It is ob- 
tained from other animals besides the elephant. 
The *ea-horw yields a pair of teeth highly «t- 
teeftwd where extreme hardnew ia required, 
the outside of them being covered by an enamel 
so exceedingly flinty a* to strike fire a* madily 
a* steel, when stricken against a Bint. Before 
being worked, bnwever, this external surface 
must be removed by immersion in strong acid, 
after which it yields to the tool edge, although 
even then it is difficult to work. 
Before the 


invention of mineral teeth, the toothless were 
indebted to this animal for the moans of masti- 
cation ; and had not chemical science revealed 
the sueperiority of porcelain, it would probably 
have sttll been the favorite material. We were 
shown, by an importer of the article, a lot of 
sea-horso tusks, measuring nearly two and a 
half feet in length, consisting of ivory of the 
finest description, nud HUB tain nig a better polish 
than that of the elephant, trough it in not »o 
highly esteemed, in consequence of its tendency 
to become tarnished. Some other *ua animals 
yield ivory, among which are the walrus, nar- 
whale. &o. 
The tusk of an elephant is solid 


only balf its length, the remaining being similar 
to the horn nf a cow,—hollow nnd comparative- 
ly thin. We saw at Mr. Phyfe'g ware room in 
Murray street, a tusk about six inches in di- 
ameter, having erabeded in its centre a bullet, 
the place of its entrance being entirely over- 
grown, presenting tho appearanceof haviugboen 
inserted by the nicest art. 
The tusk* weigh 


from one to ono hundred and eighty Ibs., each, 
according to the size of tbe animals from which 
they are taken, about two thirds of which in 
available fur manufacturing purposes. 
Nine- 


tenths of all the ivory brought directly to the 
U. State* come* from Zanzibar in Afrierto the 
port of Salem; and this is all large—a lot of 
20,000 Ibs., which we saw, averaging 80 Iba. te 
the tusk. 
It has been conjectured that even- 


tually the supply would be stopped, on account 
of the extinction of the animal; buttbk, we are 
informed by those conversant with the subject, 
is not probable, large quantities being brought 
from the unexplored interior of Africa by the 
natives and sold to traders on the coast: of 
which a part i* obtained from animals who have 
died naturally; the elephant being too large 
game to be seriously affected by the weapon* of 
savages. 
The dealer can readily tell by the 


appearance of the tooth, whether It i* taken 
from a freshly slain animal or not. • 'Some of 
them, broken and mutilated give evidence of 
deadly encounters their proprietors have had in 
their native jungle*, while other* are gnmteut, 
by African rat*, probably, for the teeth mark* 
are large and deep incision*. 
The English 


traders, owing to their superior facilities, have 
tbe monopoly of the market in India and in 
Africa, and the choicest article* can only be ob- 
tained from them. 
In price it varies from 75 


cents to $1,75 per pound, net, which are the 
extremes for corresponding qualities.—Within 
five years, owing to its extended appropriation 
to purpose* of art and luxury, it has increased 
twenty per cent, id cost, and great economy is 
requisite to work up the scrapt and clippings to 
advantage, a* its curved form will not admit of 
straightening, without destroying the texture, 
which would be fatal to its usefulness and beau- 
ty. 
Nothing, however, i* permitted to go to 


waste. 
The refuse is carefully calcined, and 


when ground upon a marble slab, yields a jet 
black velvety pigment, wed by artist* to paint 
Uncle Tom's broadcloth coats, and other mat- 
ter* requiring a particularly jetty Am.

to the Chinese the Germans excel in ivery car- 
ving and ornamental work, must of the beauti- 
fully embellished umbrella and cane kvob* be- 
ing made by them. 
These, according to tke 


amount of work lavished upon them, range n 
price from three to ten dollars a piece. 


Tbe most beautiful piece of art we ever saw 


was a marine landscape in alto rtlteeo upon the 
lid of a small ivory box, and the cointnutiener 
who possessed it valued it a five hundred dollars, 
but would not dispose of it at any price. 


The curiously carved ivory ball* which are 


brought from China, each containing several 
ball* within them, and apparently entire, pus- 
cling the tenses to conjecture how they conld 
possibly be made, are not really entire, but are 
joined so accurately as to be imperceptible even 
under the glass of a microscope. Subjected for 
a time, however, to tke aetlon of boiling water, 
they separate, and the wonderful ingenuity of 
tbe Chinaman i* revealed. 


Ivory is dyed of various colors by contact 


with chemical*, though no art ha* yet «uo- 
ceeded in imparting a color deeper than tbe 
surface, and will evidently wear on. The quan- 
tity imported into England lact year, foot* up 
about 6,000 ton*, and into the port of Salem 
about KSO.OOO Ibs. 


In the business of the ivory dealer may alto 


be included the manufactures of box wood, 
lignum vitas, and other hard woods, which are 
to a greater or len degree Mintttate* for the 
former. The nearest resemblance that any ar- 
ticle bears to ivory, i* found in the Not, a vege- 
table production of South America.—These are 
much like a horse ekestnnt in appearance, bnt 
about twice their sice, and when turned into 
article* of fancy or ornament, are exceedingly 
clear, and of an alabaster appearance. 
They 


do not wear, however, are brittle, and MOB be- 
come discolored and opaque.
